THE CRIMINAL 


An incident which has just occurred in one of 


the criminal courts in New York City, is exciting 
considerable comment.

"I never heard of such a thing," replied the 


judge. "Do you mean to say that if-one of your 
clerks stole a lot of your bonds you would excuse 
him and charge it to society?" 


"I would not hold him guiltless," replied the 


juror, "but I should know that but for our vicious 
social system the clerk would have no temptation 
to steal. If society were being tried I would glad- 
ly sit as a juror, but under the circumstances I 
do not wish to be a party to convicting these boys 
of a crime." 


The judge excused Wheelock from the jury and 


from the panel.

R. M. Bergeson, of S. E. Bergeson & 


Sons, clothiers, has returned 
from 


C'hlcago, vMiere he attended the Na- 
tional 
Retail 
Clothiers' 
convention. 


More than l.OUU delegates attended the 
convention. 
The organization has a 


membership of over C.OOO of progres- 
sive retail clothing men of the coun- 
try. 


Mr. Bergeson, after hearing discus- 


sions of manufacturers 
of clothing 


from the principal markets of the 
country, is of the opinion that the 
"peak 
of 
high 
prices" 
has 
been 


reached. 


"One of the most interesting events 


of the convention," he said, "was the 
statistics brought out by Professor 
Horace E. Secrist, head of the Depart- 
ment of Business Research of the 
Northwestern university, developing 
the fact that members of this associa- 
tion were operating on the lowest mar- 
gin of profit ever reported in the his- 
tory of the clothing business. He in- 
dieajfed that the clothier wanted to do 
his part in bringing conditions back 
to a normal basis." 


Professor Secrist showed by survey 


of 276 merchants, distributed in all 
parts of the United States and doing 
a business of over $i«,UOO,OUO a year, 
that the retail merchants pays $70.00 
for every one hundred dollars worth 
of clothing sold und that It cd^ts 
$22.70 to sell it, leaving a profit of 
only $7.30 on each $100 transaction, 
or u little over 7 per cent. Out of this 
$7.30 the merchant must pay the in- 
come, excels 
profit and all 
other 


taxes. 


"Every member in that convention," 


Mr. Bergeson declared, "was work- 
Ing for the stabilization of prices and 
to obtain lower costs for merchandise 
fronr the manufacturers. 
It is grati- 


fying to report that the manufacturers 
were all willing and anxious to aid in 
price reduction. The entire labors of 
and the retailers agreed to do what 
the convention were bent to this cause 
they could to accomplish this pur- 
pose."
